A MEMBER of the 
Royal Navy who 
served in the Iraq 
conflict, has been 
jailed for 32 weeks, 
suspended for two 
years, for attacking 
a man in a bar in 
Market Street, 
Barry. 

Ross Eason, 29, of

unpaid work. In addi¬ 
tion, he was made sub¬ 
ject to a 16-week cur¬ 
few from 9pm to 6am, 
and to be electronically 
tagged. 

Eason was also 
ordered to pay his vic¬ 
tim, Wesley 
Braithwaite, £600 com¬ 
pensation. 

Said Judge Philip 
Richards: “This was 
unlawful violence in 
licenced premises start¬ 
ed by you. 

“I accept you were 
not responsible for all 
the blows inflicted on 
Mr Braithwaite, and it is 
right to say you have 
made a positive contri¬ 
bution to society.” 

But, he added, Eason 
was involved in a dis¬ 
graceful incident and 
used his head as a 
weapon. 

Prosecutor David 
Pugh said that on April 
21, Mr Braithwaite was 
in the bar with friends 
and family celebrating 
his brother’s stag night. 

During the evening, 
some members of Sully 
Sports RFC arrived to 
celebrate the end of the 
season. 

At one point, Mr 
Braithwaite went to 
look for members of his 
party and spotted some 
of the rugby team. 

One of them said: 

“I’ll ******* kill you. 
What are you looking 
at?” This was not the 
defendant, but soon 
afterwards, after that 
man was restrained, 
Eason headbutted Mr 
Braithwaite, causing 
him to tumble down a 
flight of stairs, after 
which he was further 
assaulted by two others 
who have not been 
arrested. 

When arrested, Eason 
admitted the assault, 


said he could not give a 
reason and that he was 
drunk. 

His solicitor, Adam 
Sharpe, said alcohol 
appeared to be partly to 
blame. 

“He played a part in 
a cowardly and nasty 
attack, acting on the 
spur of the moment 
without premeditation. 
He has made full 
admissions and was at a 
loss to explain his 
actions. 

“It was somewhat out 
of character. He is not 
predisposed to wanton 
acts of violence. At the 
time, his state bordered 
on being paralytic and 
his partner is shocked 
and appalled. 

“He will regret this 
for years to come.” 

He was said to have 
convictions for a public 
order matter and being 
drunk and disorderly.

All-party plan for 
leisure centres 


I BELIEVE that it 
would be helpful if 
I enlarge on the 
recent change-over in 
day-to-day manage¬ 
ment of the five 
leisure centres in the 
Vale, including 
Penarth and Llantwit 
Major. 

It needs to be made 
clear that this was an all¬ 
party decision agreed on 
by Conservatives, 
Labour, Plaid and 
Independents, although 
promoted by the 
Conservatives in the first 
instance. 

For years, it had been 
recognised that the coun¬ 
cil did not (and still has 
not) sufficient capital 
funds available to mod¬ 
ernise the centres to a 
satisfactory degree 
required by patrons - 
the public were quick to 
point out any defects. 

About two years ago, 
as the Conservative cabi¬ 
net member with respon¬ 
sibility for, among other 
services, leisure, I was 
charged with bringing 
forward sustainable pro¬ 
posals to bring about 
new management 
options for change to the 
system under which we 
operated our centres 
across the Vale. 

I chaired a cross-party 
working group, whose 
members included Mark 
Wilson (Labour) of 
Penarth and Gwyn John 
(Independent) of 
Llantwit Major, to assess 
and quantify the several 
proposals that we 
received from leading 


industry private sector 
operators, each of whom 
was very keen to take on 
the opportunity of work¬ 
ing closely with the 
council - to benefit the 
centres’ overall manage¬ 
ment. 

Immediately prior to 
the elections earlier this 
year, the group unani¬ 
mously agreed the 
details of the successful 
bid (from Parkwood), 
who have now taken on 
the management in line 
with that decision. 

It is, therefore, a little 
ironic, if not par for the 
course, that the new 
administration in the 
Vale steps up to the 
table to claim credit for 
the decision to “Go 
Private” - however 
much it might grit in the 
teeth of some of their 
colleagues for whom any 
management options, 
unless ultimately con¬ 
trolled by a large com¬ 
mittee, are usually not 
even contemplated. 

However, in this 
instance it was a remark¬ 
ably long-sighted deci¬ 
sion by those same 
working group members 
that is already bringing 
immediate benefits to 
centre users - the people 
who pay - and who will 
now benefit from sub¬ 
stantial benefits in great¬ 
ly-improved facilities: 

Thus proving that 
local authorities some¬ 
times make very sensi¬ 
ble, and financially satis¬ 
factory, decisions.

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Drugs dealer 
escapes jail 
by ‘the skin 
of his teeth’

A DRUGS dealer who supplied 
others to finance his own habit 
escaped prison “by the skin of 
his teeth”, said Recorder 
David Aubrey QC at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Jordan Prosser (19) unemployed, 
of Sherbourne Close, Barry, pleaded 
guilty to possessing cannabis with 
intent to supply. 

He was sent to a young offender 
institution for nine months, the sen¬ 
tence suspended for two years and 
made subject to a supervision order 
for two years and ordered to carry 
out 150 hours unpaid work. 

Said the Recorder: “You must 
understand, young man, that you 
are sailing very close to the wind.” 

He said that people should be dis¬ 
abused of the view that cannabis 
was a less harmful drug than others. 

He warned him: “You escaped 
prison by the skin of your teeth. 
Breach these orders and you will go 
to prison straight away.” 


Prosecutor John Probert said 
police executed a search warrant at 
an address in Barry. 

They found 18.3 grams of skunk 
cannabis and two sets of scales 
which the defendant accepted were 
his. 

The drug was worth about £220 
on the street. 

There were a number of mobile 
phones with requests for drugs. 

Prosser accepted that he was sup¬ 
plying others to make a profit to 
fund his own habit. 

Said his solicitor, Adam Sharpe: 
“He concedes he played a significant 
role, though the amount involved 
was at the lower end for such cases. 

“He received 14 texts from people 
wanting cannabis. He admitted the 
full facts and did not at all prevari¬ 
cate. 

“He had been using cannabis 
since the age of 15. Sadly, he is 
immature.”

The Vale Council 
Leader, Coun Neil 
Moore told The GEM 
that the idea would be to 
leaflet people and give 
them the chance to report 
damage to their local 
roads. 

He explained: “The 
campaign will involve 
informing people with a 
flyer that we are coming 
to their area on a certain 
weekend.

Thief attacked 
driver and stole 
his Mini Cooper 


THE manager of a 
Bridgend opticians 
was devastated 
after a man robbed 
him in the street of 
his turbo-charged 
Mini Cooper. 

Cardiff Crown 
Court heard that the 
vehicle was the pride 
and joy of David 
Williams and, so severe 
was the effect of the 
crime, he no longer 
drives. 

Scott Pinches (24) of 
Danybryn, Gilfach 
Goch, admitted a 
charge of robbery. 

He was given an 
extended sentence of 
five years involving 
three-and-a-half years 
in custody and put on 
licence for a further 18 
months. 

Prosecutor James 
Wilson said that on 
June 27, 22-year-old 
Mr Williams returned 
to his car after working 
in the shop and noticed 
that the windscreen 
wipers were up. He 
thought someone was 
joking. 

Pinches appeared, 
demanded the ignition 
keys and struck Mr 
Williams to the left side 
of the head with a 
heavy length of wood,

before trying to push 
him over. 

Pinches shouted: 
“I’m going to kill you if 
you don’t give me the 
keys.” 

Mr Williams did so, 
as he believed he could 
have been seriously 
hurt. 

Pinches calmly got 
into the car and drove 
off. 

Someone nearby 
identified Pinches as 
being responsible. Mr 
Williams suffered 

swellings to the side of 
his head. 

Later that evening, 
said Mr Wilson, 
Pinches flagged down a 
police car and said: “It 
was me.” The weapon 
was in the vehicle’s 
footwell. 

He confessed he had 
been walking around 
Bridgend looking for a 
car to take. 

Mr Williams later 
stated that he has 
become worried since 
the attack after being 
normally a confident 
person. 

He also stated: “I no 
longer feel like going 


out at night.” 

He said that when he 
sat in the car when it 
was recovered, he felt 
he could smell the 
defendant. 

The incident, he 
added, had affected his 
work and his family. 

“My whole life has 
changed as a result of 
what happened,” he 
said. 

Pinches was said to 
have convictions for 
robbery, assaulting a 
paramedic and a deliv¬ 
ery man, and possess¬ 
ing a bladed article. 

His counsel, Jeremy 
Jenkins, said: “A 
report indicates he is at 
risk of reoffending and 
causing serious harm. 

“He is somewhat 
immature. He showed 
remorse.” 

Judge Eleri Rhys 
said Pinches under¬ 
stood the impact of 
what he did had had a 
devastating effect on 
Mr Williams, who no 
longer drives. 

“You clearly have 
difficulties controlling 
your emotions,” she 
said.

Vale schools above 
the Welsh average 


THE Vale Council said this 
week it was “delighted” to see 
the A-level pass rates in its 
schools have remained at a 
high level. 

Compared to last year, the number 
of pupils achieving an A grade is 1.7 
per cent lower but 5.4 per cent above 
the Welsh average. 

There has been an increase of 3.8 
per cent in pupils who have achieved 
A*-C grades which is 1.2 per cent 
above the Welsh average and overall 
97.1 per cent of all entries resulted in a 
pass, which is the same as last year. 

In AS-level, compared to last year, 
there has been a decrease of 4.2 per 
cent in pupils achieving an A grade. 


There was a 6.9 per cent decrease in 
pupils who achieved A-C grades. 

Overall, 85.6 per cent of all entries 
resulted in a pass - a decrease of 5.8 
per cent compared to last year. 

However, these figures do not 
include results for the Welsh baccalau¬ 
reate. 

The Vale of cabinet member for 
children’s services, Coun Chris 
Elmore, said: “Our schools and pupils 
have delivered very good results at A- 
level and maintained our high stan¬ 
dards. 

“I wish all the pupils who complet¬ 
ed their studies this year continued 
success for the future and I’m sure 
many will go on to achieve great 
things.”

Local boy tackles Brecon Beacons 
in wheelchair to earn DoE award

FOR most people, com¬ 
pleting the physical aspect 
of the Duke of Edinburgh 
award is a tough task, but 
Flemingstone resident 
James Yorke-Wade is 
showing others just how to 
do it, as he completes his 
gold award. 

The 25-year-old former 
Ysgol Sant Curig, Barry, pupil 
has cerebral palsy, but that 
hasn’t stopped him tackling 
the 32km trek over the Brecon 
Beacons - in his wheelchair - 
to add to his many other 
achievements. 

Splitting the task over four 
days, James aimed to do eight 
km per day, usually taking 
eight hours to complete each 
session. 

Accompanied by his friends 
from the Barry branch of the 
Air Cadets, he has excelled 
already, and managed 10km 
over four and a half hours last 
Sunday (August 19), with only 
a 30-minute break, to leave 
him ahead of schedule. 

He now aims to finish his 
task over the weekend of 
September 1-2. 

Sister Emily Yorke-Wade 
(20) told The GEM of the fam¬ 
ily’s pride at James’ achieve¬ 


ments despite his limitations. 

She said: “James is a very 
unique case, there are no 
words to describe him. He 
went through mainstream 
schools and speaks five lan¬ 
guages (English, Welsh, 
German, French and Spanish), 
he can learn the basic greet¬ 
ings and numbers in an hour.” 

He graduated with a 2:1 in 
German and French from 
Swansea University and his 
studies haven’t stopped there. 

“He is taking a diploma in 
Spanish and was given one of 
the Harry Potter books in 
Spanish for Christmas. 

“He is reading it already! 

He also watches French films 
with German subtitles under¬ 
neath, or vice versa.” 

As well as cerebral palsy, 
James also suffers with hydro¬ 
cephalus and incomplete lung 
capacity. Having spent a total 
of seven years of his life in the 
Great Ormond Street Hospital, 
he has had 30 operations (and 
counting) and undergoes regu¬ 
lar botox on his legs to help 
straighten them. 

His balance is also affected, 
and his wheelchair is not 
adapted in any way, making it 
even more difficult to complete 
his mountain trek. 


He was also knocked back 
after catching pneumonia in 
December 2010 and moving in 
and out of hospital for six 
months, taking 18 months to 
fully recover. 

Doctors told the family that 
he probably wouldn’t be able 
to come home, and that even if 
he did, he would need an oxy¬ 
gen supply. 

Yet he now finds himself as 
a civilian instructor for the 
Barry cadets, among his many 
other activities. 

Emily continued: “James is 
absolutely amazing. My 
boyfriend, who is in the RAF, 
tried to propel his wheelchair 
up one of the hills in 
Flemingstone with his arms, 
and couldn’t manage it, but 
James could.” 

And she hopes that James’ 
time with the air cadets helps 
him to continue to progress in 
his social life. 

She added: “The squadron 
leader, Jason Horton, always 
believed in James and pushes 
him to keep going. 

“He just wants to be ‘nor¬ 
mal’ and get a job, but he 
can’t get a five-day-a-week job 
because of his illness. This will, 
hopefully, build his confi¬ 
dence.”

said: “Results day can be 
an exciting time for 
many students; however, 
it can also be a time of 
great stress for those 
who don’t get the marks 
they require. 

“That is why we are 
reminding students that 
they have a right under 
the Data Protection Act 
to see information held 
about how their marks 
were arrived at, before 
deciding whether to re¬ 
sit an exam or pursue a 
particular subject at col¬ 
lege or university. 

“Having access to 
information - such as a 
breakdown of their over¬ 
all mark and examiners’ 
comments - may not 
lead to their grades being 
altered, but it could help 
them understand the 
process and make impor¬ 
tant decisions about their 
future. 

“We are keen to pro¬ 
vide advice to students 
on submitting their 
request and have pub¬ 
lished guidance on our 


website. If exa mi nation 
bodies fail in their legal 
duty to respond, then 
students can bring a 
complaint to the ICO.” 

Under the Act, indi¬ 
viduals have the right to 
request the information 
that an organisation 
holds about them - 
known as a subject 
access request. Once a 
request is received, an 


organisation generally 
has 40 days to respond. 
In the case of exam 
results, exam bodies 
must respond within 40 
days from the date the 
results were published, 
or within five months of 
the request being 
received - whichever of 
the two is the earliest. 

The ICO’s guidance -

records’ - outlines how 
people can access more 
general information 
about college or univer¬ 
sity policies or proce¬ 
dures.

Busy time for student helpline 


STUDENT advice service, 
the Exam Results Helpline 
(ERH), has handled thou¬ 
sands of calls since A-Level 
results day and is bracing for 
another surge on GCSE day 
today (Thursday). 

The 40 experts who make up the 
helpline on 0808 100 8000, are a lifeline 
for students whose grades are higher or 
lower than expected, and need to rethink 
their futures. 

The helpline is independent and free, 
and is funded by the Department for 
Education. It opened on August 16 and 
runs until August 25. 


ERH advisors, who answered 11,000 
calls last year, say most questions are 
about re-sits, re-marks, university or col¬ 
lege courses, apprenticeships, NVQs, 
HNDs, diplomas, finding employment, 
setting up in business, moving away from 
home and gap years. 

Each is fully trained with at least five 
years’ experience as a professional careers 
advisor. 

Calls are free from landlines but 
charges vary from mobile phones or other 
networks. 

More information can be found on the 
ERH website: www.ucas.com/examresult- 
s helpline. 

Careers advisor Sarah Bull said: “The 
main message we are giving to students is 


that if they haven’t or don’t get the results 
they expected, don’t get stressed. 

“Get plenty of information by talking 
to us, your teachers, or school careers 
adviser and don’t rush into anything. 

“Take your time before deciding what 
to do next. 

“It’s particularly important that students 
get good advice about the range of 
options available to them after GCSEs. 

“Taking A-levels is not for everyone. 

“It may be that an apprenticeship or a 
BTEC is a much more suitable option - 
giving the opportunity to gain employabil¬ 
ity skills, achieve a qualification and 
potentially earn a wage at the same time. 

“The bottom line is that each student 
must decide what is right for them. ” 


many means A-Levels 
are taken when the stu¬ 
dent is slightly more 
mature - and therefore 
more able to cope with 
the demands of higher- 
level courses. 

It’s vital that students 
approach re-sits with 
confidence and an 
assurance that great 
grades can be achieved 
- and a knowledge that 
a great future lies 
ahead! 

Personal tutors can 
help re-build this confi¬ 
dence and work with 
students to focus knowl¬ 
edge on key facts and 
areas of learning, and 
can work on eliminating 
misunderstandings and 
‘bad habits’ which may 
well have cost vital 
marks first time round.

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Ceremony puts 
Eisteddfod in 
touch with its 
ancient history

ONE event at this 
year’s Eisteddfod 
at Llandow was 
designed to make a 
connection with the 
Vale’s ancient his¬ 
tory - 4,000 years 
ago, and well before 
the era traditional¬ 
ly celebrated at the 
cultural festival. 

The event focused on 
Llandow and Llanmaes, 
and aimed to evoke the 
spirit of the early Bronze 
Age people who lived in 
the area. 

Jackie Simpson, of 
Llanmaes Community 
Council told The GEM 
about the event and 
explained: “More than 
4,000 years ago on 
sacred ground, events 
that celebrated rituals of 
life and death were 
played out in what is 
now the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

“We know this from 
the 1939/1940 archaeo¬ 
logical excavations of 
Sir Cyril Fox, then direc¬ 
tor of the National 
Museum of Wales, who 
recorded early Bronze 
Age burial mounds on 
the site of the WWII air¬ 
field at Llandow. 

“At Llanmaes, just 3 
km away, archaeological 
fieldwork over the last 
decade has produced 
evidence of early Bronze 
Age burial, in addition to 
middle and late Bronze 
Age and Iron Age settle¬ 
ments, and also an Iron 
Age midden or rubbish 
mound. 

“Irish-type cauldrons, 
French-type bronze 
axes, large quantities of 
pig bones and pottery 
have been identified, 
suggesting that this area 
attracted peoples from 
across Britain, Ireland 
and parts of Europe who 
gathered here to feast, 
share stories and cele¬ 
brate their cultural iden¬ 
tity.” 

She continued: “The 
Eisteddfod 2012 saw 
one such imaginative 
interpretation of history, 
in the form of a ceremo¬ 
ny on a site just 20 
metres from one of the 


sites excavated by Sir 
Cyril Fox. 

“This direct link with 
our ancient past was 
organised by the 
Department of 

Archaeology & 

Numismatics, 
Amgueddfa Cymru - 
National Museum Wales 
in conjunction with 
Cadw to respectfully tell 
the story of the imagined 
histories of those no 
longer able to tell their 
own story. 

“Using archaeological 
records, a small-scale 
version of an early 
Bronze Age mound was 
reconstructed within the 
perimeter of the 
Eisteddfod. 

“Burial rituals were 
performed with rhyth¬ 
mic drumming, horns, 
dancing and chanting 
accompanying the burial 
procession. 

“In an attempt by the 
people of Llanmaes to 
reach out to the past, 
clay figures, made earli¬ 
er in the year at a village 
festival, were carefully 
placed in the burial 
mound, again accompa¬ 
nied by much ritual. 

“This humble act con¬ 
firmed across the millen¬ 
nia the link between a 
place and its people, 
people who experience 
the world very different¬ 
ly but with an enduring 
respect for our cultural 
past. 

“From 4,000 years 
ago to the present day 
this place continues to 
be recognised as special 
and as sacred. The 
ancient gatherings and

feasting at Llanmaes - 
perhaps the first 
Eisteddfod - can be seen 
as a living tradition in 
2012, a continuing cele¬ 
bration of our cultural 
identity, past and pres¬ 
ent.” 

Much of the material 
excavated by Sir Cyril 
Fox from Llandow is on 
display in the Origins 
Gallery at The National 
Museum Cardiff. 

The Llanmaes finds 
are not on permanent 
display yet as museum 
staff continue to work on 
them.

Penarth Ramblers 
follow the Garw 
at a country park 


RECENTLY, Barbara led a 
half-day walk that began from 
Bryngarw Country Park, nes¬ 
tled between the Llynfi and 
Garw valleys, just to the north 
of Bridgend and the M4 
motorway. 

In 1744, Bryngarw House was 
given to Frances Popkin by her 
brother upon her marriage to 
Edmund Traherne, who had gained 
the Castellau Estate from his first 
marriage, and Coytrahen and 
Bryngarw from his second. 

The 113-acre site contains a vari¬ 
ety of woodlands, formal gardens, 
exotic trees, wetlands, ornamental 
lakes, open pasture, cycle routes and 
an information centre. 

Setting off in humid conditions 
they headed towards the park 
entrance, and followed a delightful 
path which meandered through a 
wood near the River Garw. 

The River Garw flows through 
the park and on its journey is 
fringed by woodland and rocky 
gorges. 

Close to the river is the exotic 
Oriental Garden dating from 1910, 
which includes a pond, pagoda, ori¬ 
ental plants, lanterns and a series of 
inter-linked ponds, trees and deco¬ 
rative stones, bridges and a 
Japanese tea garden pavilion. 

Reaching open fields, they made 
their way to the area called the 
Wetlands. 

On a dry track, a short walk led 
them up steps onto the cycle track, 
which follows a disused railway line. 
Upon reaching a handy bench 
morning coffee was enjoyed. 

Continuing along the cycle track 
on the opposite side of the river, they 


passed a few dog walkers, someone 
out jogging, and only one lonely 
cyclist, before returning back across 
the river. 

They were amused by the antics 
of two small dogs that each had a 
ball to play with. 

However, one of them had lost his 
ball which had rolled through the 
railings into the river and he was 
valiantly trying to steal the other 
dogs’ ball without success! 

Returning back into the park 
they followed paths around the 
man-made lake in a swampy area of 
ground and now home to ducks and 
swans, and on the far side they 
found a rather uncomfortable look¬ 
ing high chair, which was still being 
carved out of wood, before return¬ 
ing to the car park for a swift lunch 
and an ice cream.

Bourne’s Legacy tarnished 
by underwhelming attempt 
at a summer blockbuster

HEN 
(spoiler 
alert!) 
Jason Bourne dis¬ 
covered his real 
name and dived 
headlong into the 
East river in New 
York, it appeared 
that the Bourne 
franchise had come 
to a logical conclu¬ 
sion. 

Fast-forward five 
years, and with a fourth, 
Matt Damon-starring 
offering failing to pan 
out, the franchise moves 
on in The Bourne 
Legacy. 

Jeremy Renner plays 
Aaron Cross, an agent 
who was also part of the 
same operation as Jason 


Bourne. When 
Bourne’s actions result 
in all operatives being 
terminated, under the 
orders of a mysterious 
man named Byer (Ed 
Norton), Cross is forced 
to go on the run where, 
with the aid of Dr 
Stephanie Snyder 
(Rachel Weisz), he dis¬ 
covers things about 
himself, and the organi¬ 
sation, that even he did¬ 
n't know... 

Hollywood seems to 
be inventing new genres 
and film types all the 
time to suit its ever- 
changing mood, but I’m 
not sure if there has 
ever been a parallel- 
quel before! The Bourne 
Legacy is essetially this, 
running seemingly

original trilogy with 
some of the characters 
and a whole host of new 
ones. 

By doing this, it auto¬ 
matically puts it up 
against three films that 
are arguably some of 
the best examples of 
espionage on the big 
screen - sadly, The 
Bourne Legacy not only 
isn’t a good example of 
espionage on the big 
screen, it’s also a pretty 
average, underwhelming 
film in its own right. 

The portents were 
good, the film scripted 
by series veteran Tony 
Gilroy and his brother 
Dan, with Tony in the 
director’s chair. 
However, the films feels 
like a straight pastiche 
of the original Bourne 
films, tying itself in 
knots trying to link into 
the previous films but 
succeeding in only 
muddying the waters, 
when a cleaner 
approach could so eaily 
have been taken. 

It isn’t so much that 
the film is overshad¬ 
owed by it progenitors, 
more that it makes itself 
so readily available to 
connect to it - the odd 
allusion here and there 
would have been fine, 
but using old footage to 
pad out the story not so 
much. 

Gilroy’s direction is 
strong, using Paul 
Greengrass’ template for 
hand-held cameras and 
close-ups while deliver¬ 
ing some decent specta¬ 
cle, but he never seems 
to have the courage of 
his convictions; whereas 
Greengrass made the 
action a hard-hitting key 
ingredient of the story,

here Gilroy makes it 
feel tacked on for spec¬ 
tacle. 

It isn’t that Gilroy is 
a poor director - 
Michael Clayton was 
directed with intensity 
and invention, and 
while not the best of 
films, had a stylish 
charm, but here the 
director just seems to be 
lost, overwhelmed by 
the weight of the proj¬ 
ect. 

Being the man of the 
moment, there was a lot 
of weight on Jeremy 
Renner’s shoulders, 
without having to 
replace Matt Damon, 
but while he is a fine 
actor, here his personali¬ 
ty barely registers. 

He’s nothing more 
than a rogue agent lack¬ 
ing in any character or 
emotional depth, and 
Renner struggles to 
really engage the char¬ 
acter in any way. 

While Rachel Weisz 
offers a decent turn as a 
scientist-cum-damsel in 
distress, she may as 
well have ‘exposition’ 
stamped on her fore¬ 
head as regards her 
importance to the story, 
while Ed Norton never 
really gets out of second 
gear as military man 
Byer, a villain with no 
real villainy, just a man 
sat behind a computer 
making decisions. 

While it is a shame 
that ...Legacy doesn’t 
come close to matching 
what has gone before, it 
is hardly surprising - 
Damon’s steely turn 
coupled with 
Greengrass' kinetic 
direction was what real¬ 
ly elevated the fran¬ 
chise. 

In the hands of 
Gilroy and Renner, it’s 
just become another spy 
franchise. 

VERDICT-A poor 
continuation of an 
excellent trilogy, The 
Bourne Legacy fails to 
spark to life, the film 
feeling flat and unin¬ 
spiring.

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Enjoying the open road in the new Lexus 


WHAT felt like three months of continu¬ 
ous rain stopped as I stepped inside the 
striking Mesa red Lexus IS 250C SE-L 
Premier. 

That was just as well, because I’m a firm believ¬ 
er that you can’t drive a cabriolet with the roof up, 
although if the heavens open it can actually shut in 
just 21 seconds (the same to retract); the fastest 
three-part roof on the market, Lexus claims. 

The roof only goes back up if there’s enough 
room for the boot lid to move back far enough so if, 
for instance, you park too close to a wall, it won’t 
work, as I found out! 

Its purposeful, angular exterior reminds me a lit¬ 
tle of an American car. It is certainly distinctive. 

The luxury division of Toyota is a byword for 
quality and it is no surprise to find a particularly 
comfortable interior with ivory leather upholstery. 
The eight-way electrically adjusted and operated 
front seats are also heated and cooled. 

Parkers, the car experts, say: “With the popular¬ 
ity of upmarket four-seat convertibles li ke the Audi 
A5 and BMW 3-Series convertible, it’s no surprise 
that Lexus has its own version - the IS 250C. 

“It’s based on the standard IS saloon but the 
majority of the exterior is unique to the convertible 
- including the excellent aluminium folding roof. 

“Like all Lexus cars, the IS 250C is superbly

built and refined, but it seems this has come at the 
expense of driving enjoyment and it lacks that ‘fun’ 
factor you’d expect to find in any convertible. 

“On the plus side, all versions come incredibly 
generously equipped and the metal roof means it 
can be as secure and as comfortable as a coupe.” 

I take issue with the Parkers’ comment about 
driving enjoyment, as I find it provides an engaging 
experience. Sure it’s not the fastest from 0 to 
60mph but it is a happy motorway cruiser that 
doesn’t buffet at high speeds, l ik e some, and it is 
happy to be thrown round bends and corners, han¬ 
dling the challenge well, in my opinion, feeling 
rigid and competent contrary to earlier reports of 
body roll and a lack of grip. 

A firm ride helps the sporty feel and the 2.5-litre 
engine, coupled to the six-speed auto provides a 
decent driving experience. The suspension is firm 
and overall the Lexus is a supremely refined vehi¬ 
cle. 

There aren’t many cars on the market with a foot 
operated parking brake but as you can see by 
watching the video at testdrives.biz, this has one, 
located to the left of the foot pedals. 

The cruise control operates at speeds of 29mph 
and above and automatically keeps the car at a safe 



distance behind the vehicle in front. However, there 
is not the option to adjust the distance that can be 
found on other vehicles from Volvo or Rolls Royce, 
for instance. 

As is the case with all such systems it can be 
guilty of accelerating and braking too forcefully at 
times with no extra power for overtaking unless the 
driver overrides the controls. This could be 
improved. Although overall, when there’s not too 
much traffic about, it makes motorway cruising a 
breeze - quite literally with the roof down. Driving 
with that hood lowered is such a great way of wak¬ 
ing up in the mornings! Using sport mode on the 
auto box is a disappointment as it doesn’t seem to 
make any difference in power. But for those seek¬ 
ing more enjoyable driving selecting the manual 


gear shifts either side of the steering wheel gives 
more control. 

As is the case with many a cabriolet, the boot is 
barely large enough for a briefcase and laptop. 
When locked the wing mirrors automatically fold 
up, to protect them from any parking damage. 

Many, including those brash BBC Top Gear pre¬ 
senters, criticise the IS 250C, slating its price and 
flawed handling. They believe that the Lexus is no 
match for a similarly priced fabric roofed Porsche 
Boxster. Well it depends what you want from a 
cabriolet doesn’t it? 

If you want brute force then of course the con¬ 
vertible Porsche will win hands down. But if suave 
sophistication is more your thing, then I’m sorry 
but the much more gentlemanly metal-topped 
Lexus must win. 

Then of course there is the fact that Lexus con¬ 
sistently comes top of the What Car? reliability sur¬ 
vey.
